What boy Is there that lias heen al- 
owed to indulge In works of fiction that has not 
crept from bed when all was quiet in the house- 
lold, and stealthily pored over the beloved vol- 
imes of tills masterpiece of France's justly eele- 
brated Creole writer, Alexander Dumas? Who 
s there who has not smiled with the happy 
Silmund Dantes on his wedding morning, or 
wept with him in his lonely prison cell, and at

She Talk* of Ihe General'! Two Book* 


and His Object In Writing Them—The 
Proflti of "The Orent Con»plracy"—Her 
Future Home. 


(Special Correspondence.] 


WASHINGTON, April 18.— Mrs. Gen. Logan 


has led a very secluded life since her hus- 
band's death. 
Sbo Is living quietly at 


her borne, known an Calumet place, on tbe 
heights above Washington, and her only 
driven arc those which she taken daily to 
tbe tomb of the general at the Rock Creek 
cemetery 
When 1 caHed upon her the other 


afternoon she was dressed in the deepest of 
black, and her only jewelry was a brooch of 
gold, with a small medallion photograph of 
tbe general In it. She looked well, but she 
was very sad 
Tho bright spirits for wbicb 


«he has been so noted have departed from 
her. 
She, seldom smiles and never laughs. 


During the friendly chat of two hours which 
I bad with her this afternoon she spoke often 
of the general, and us »ho did so bur eye* 
filled with tears. 
Tho whole conversation 


was full of Interest, and I feel I will be doing 
no Injustice to.Mrs. Logan in giving some of 
it to the public. In the course of it tbe sub- 
ject of the novel which the papers have re- 
ported her as writing came up. She denied 
the charge with much feeling, and told me 
that she wished the newspapers would leave 
her alone in her grief. 
Hhe said: 


"There is no foundation for the numerous 


stories that are being printed about me. I 
am doing no literary xvork whntever, and in 
my present state of feeling it would be im- 
po«.ible for me to think of It. The. idea of 
my writing n novel is an absurd one in any 
cose. I never wrote a word of fiction In my 
life. My existence has! been too much In the 
thick of rcnl life for that, nnd were I able to 
do such a thing 1 assuredly could not do it as 
I am feeling now 
I am doing nothing, and 


I can do nothing until I hnvo become accus- 
tomed in Bonn) measure to the groat grief 
which has eomo upon us. 1 cannot conceive 
how any one knowing tho feeling which I have 
fur the general can bo no cruel as to start such 
reports about mo." 


Hero Mrs. Logan's eyes filled, nnd in re- 


sponse to n question she told mo that she hail 
no intention of writing a biography of her 
husband or of publishing any of bis pupen* at 
present. 


"It may bo," shoaaiil, "that In the remote 


future I Khali form a hook of the many testi- 
monials imd resolutions which haxre been sent 
me in hU honor. Hut T fee) that I would do 
thu general wrong if I published anything 
licarlng upon tho subject lie has treated of m 
his books lieforo those hooks have had their 
full salo and have made their full imprint 
upon the minds of the country. I feel that 
both of his works have, a mission to fill. 'Tho 
Urent Conspiracy' is a groat work. It tells tho 
truth about tho war in u xx-uy in which It has 
never been told before. It is bound to make 
nn impression upon every young man who 
reads it, and tho general wrote it more with a 
view of inculcating patriotic iileaa than to 
make money. His love for hl.s country always 
cnmo bet'oro his jxirsonut interests, and aside 


j from any pecuniary benefit I might derive 


from thu snlc of his books, I think they should 
lie rend by every young man in the country." 


" 'The Volunteer Holdler' will soon be Is- 


sued, I understand?" 


"Yes," continued Mr* Logan, "and 1 look 


upon the two books ns the embodiment of Gen. 
IjOgnn and ns representative of him. 
'The 


Great Conspiracy' gives the political side 
of his character and hisviewsasa politician— 
'The Volunteer Soldier' the soldior side, and 
his views of tho lute xvar. In tbe latter he 
analyzes the military of tho United States In 
a now xvny and treats of tho two elements of 
onr army in tho late, war from a new stand- 
point. Ho proposes a new scheme of military 
anil naval education, and thoroughly discusses 
the war from the standpoint of tho volunteer. 
It vrill be quite a large book, and will con- 
tain from !W> to 600 pages." 


"Are tho stories about the enormous profits 


of 'Tho Great Conspiracy' true?" 


"No, tljey are not. Tho hook Ims sold vory 


well since the death of tho general, but noth- 
ing liko the number reported in tho news- 
papers. 
Its sales have not compared with 


those of Grant's Iwok, and altogether an 
edition of ^0,(XX) hits been disposed of.

ber soul, and much as she was wrapped np in 
Logan during bis lifetime, she was still more 
wrapped up in hts memory now he is passed 
away. 
There are few examples in history of wi^es 


such as Mrs. Logan. She xvas a helpmeet, 
lover and devoted friend of her husband while 
living. She lives on his memory, and is his 
greatest admirer now that be is dead. Every- 
thing that was his in life has become sacred 
to her. To this home, for which he worked so 
hard, she applied the money which his friends 
raised for her use, taking the gift in the spirit 
it was made and as an honor to him. She has 
applied such money as she could get to the 
payment of every debt, and it is only owing 
to these contributions that she was enabled to 
free his estate without selling a part to relieve 
the rest. She is not xvealthy, as the papers 
have stated. Her income, I happen to know, 
is small, and the investment of that left of the 
fund raised for her was in government bonds, 
the Interest upon which is at the lowest rate. 


And just here I want to correct another im- 


pression, and that is as to the amount of 
money which Mrs. Gen. Logan got from the 
last senate. It is thought by many that she 
received an additional 15,000, or one year's 
extra salary, as is the custom of congress to 
grant to the widows of it» duceased members. 
This is a mistake. Mrs. Logan received only 
the pay of the general to the day of bis death 
It is true the senate passed a resolution giv- 
ing her tbe amount above stated. But this 
was tacked on to the general deficiency bill, 
and was lost with it when it failed to puss. 
She certainly deserves this piece of legisla- 
tion. It may be she will ge/t it tiext year, and 
it may be not. 


One thing the people of the United States 


may be assured of, and if they xvill keep this 
in mind they will better read with profit the 
news about Mrs, Logan In the f untie; that 
is, that she is a noble and high minded 
woman, and that any reports which are pub- 
lished inconsistent with the highest type of 
this character are false. 


Before I loft the house I looked over some 


memorials which Mrs. Logan has received 
since the death of the general from the differ- 
ent military organizations of the country. 
They are numbered by thousands and eomo 
in all shapes, from the written resolution to 
the highly engrossed and painted parchment 
of coudolftice. Some of the latter are richly 
framed and a number are works of art. 
There were about 200 engrossed and enrolled 
memorials, and the resolutions passed by dif- 
ferent military organizations number over 
1,000. 
One of these engrossed resolutions, 


which comes from tbe Veteran Union league 
of Chicago, la decorated at the top witii a 
graphic picture in pen and ink of the battle 
of Vlcksburg, and under this is a fine- portrait 
of Logan, also done with a pen. The George 
B. Thomas post, of San Francisco, sent a 
beautifully illuminated memorial. It is com- 
posed of a large sheet of white parchment, 
about sixteen by twenty inches in size, upon 
which are pinned by a miniature gold sword 
three leaves of Japanese paper. Upon the 
flrst leaf the American flag is painted, and 
under it, in gold lotters, beautifully illu- 
minated, 
is

page there is a painting of a volun- 
teer soldier, and upon tho third Is a continua- 
tion of the some earnest words in gold let- 
ters. The resolution compares Logan to Bru- 
tus and Mrs, Logan to Ihe ideal wife of Bru- 
tus, closing with a tender of the sympathy of 
the post. A number of these niemoi lain aret 
beautifully bound, and tonio eomo in elegant 
leather covered, silk lined books—one f i om 
King's county, New York, nith pages ns big 
as the biggest family Bible, and it is nearly 
two inches thiclt. Its cover is padded llus 
nla, its clasps are nickel and its heavy leaves 
are edged with silver. 
Its pages are iillt-jl 


with artistic penmanship, so carefully dime 
that it looks like engraving anil painting 
rather than pen nnd ink. 


This mosa of memorials and resolutions eou- 


talliB many interesting faets, and it is Mrs. 
Logan's intention to form in the future n 
memorial hall at Calumet place just off of the 
conservatory and near tho library, where the 
general did h s hardest work. There is a long 
hall, running from tbe Moor to the roof, with 
galleries upon its walls. It looks as though it 
might have originally been designed for a 
chapel. It is here that Mrs. Logan wishes to 
collect the mementot-3 which she has of the 
general and to display them in such a way 
that any of his friends who eomo to Wash- 
ington may cull and see them. She has much 
of the camp equipment which he used during 
the war. 
She bos numerous weapons, his 


military saddle and blanket, his shoulder 
straps and many pii'tuies mid photographs 
which were gathered together during the war 
and \xhich it is impossible to find elsewhere 
at present. She would display also the floral 
decorations xvhich wero nvelvert nt the time 
of the general's death, having these remod- 
eled in immortelles and placing among them 
the elegant anchor which now stands in her 
parlors nnd which was the gift of Mis.
